m ore 
in tim ate relatio n s writh 
stran g ers. 
H ow ever, the alm ond-eyed 
celestial w ith w hom a B rooklyn E agle 
m an cam e in co n tact proved to be a 
little m ore free spoken tha n his coun­ 
try m en g en erally are, possibly because 
he had m astered the lan g u ag e be tte r 
tha n m ost Chinam en. 
He seem ed ready 
to an sw er any in terro g atio n tha t m ight 
be pu t to him , and in response to an in­ 
qu iry w illin g ly explained the system of 
lau n d ry checks in universal use am ong 
C hinam en. 
T o begin w ith, he illus­ 
tra te d how the checks w ere w ritten 
w ith a brush-like pen w ith In d ia Ink 
on the red or green slips of paper. 
D sually red paper is used for bundles of 
co llars and cuffs alone, and the green 
checks for bundles of lau n d ry com posed 
o f d ifferen t articles. 
T he Chinese sys­ 
tem of co u n tin g is sim ilar to our ow n 
—tha t is, there are nine figures, bu t 
the re is a n o the r character for ten w hich 
resem bles a cross. 
T he o ther nine 
figures are of curious form ation, easily 
rcïcognizable as being Chinese charac­ 
ters. 
T he 1, 2 and 3 are represented 
by 
horizontal 
lines, 
the 
sam e as 
H om an num erals, except tha t the la t­ 
te r are vertical. 
T he rest are of pe­ 
c u liar form ation im possible to describe. 
Now com es the po in t of difference be­ 
tw een the A rabic system of notation 
and tha t of the disciples of Confucius. 
In stead o f using the first nine figures 
com bined w ith the figure 10 to express 
n um bers g re a te r tha n 
10, the Chinese 
have d ifferen t characters, w hich w ith 
the cross ( 10) are equivalent to w hat 
w e call o u r “ teen s.” 
T hen the mul- 
tiples of 10 are form ed by the use of the 
sam e c haracters as for the teens, but 
the cross for 10 is placed to the rig ht of 
the o ther character. 
T here still rem ain 
all the o the r num bers beyond 
20, except 
the m ultiples of ten, to be provided for. 
T hese are form ed by com bining the 
character used for the m ultiple of 10 and 
the character d enoting the figure which, 
if added to the m ultiple, w ill m ake the 
desired num ber, except that, in com­ 
bining the tw o, the cross denoting the 
10 is om itted. 
F or exam ple, in w ritin g 40 a c har­ 
a cte r resem bling o u r X is placed to the 
le ft of the cross ( 10), and to m ake 43 
the X and three lines, vertical in this 
case, are used, o m ittin g the cross used 
in w ritin g 40. 
T hus it w ill be seen tha t 
they w ill have 
eighteen 
characters 
w hile w e have bu t ten, and our system 
is n o t nearly so cum bersom e. 
To re­ 
capitu late, they have the nine char­ 
acters w hich are represented by our 
ow n nine dig its and the cross for 
10, 
w hich we form by com bining the 
0 and 
the 1. 
T here are eig ht m ore characters 
used in form ing all the re st of the num ­ 
bers. 
T he 2 and 3 w hen used in form ­ 
ing these num bers are w ritte n vertical­ 
ly: the 4 is an X, the 5 resem bles an 
8, 
the 6 is like an L, the 7 the sam e w ith a 
lin e under it, the 8 the sam e w ith tw o 
lin es u n d er it and the 9 a com bination 
of tw o curved lines. 
T he Chinese can­ 
n o t co u n t beyond 100, or 99, rather, 
and so w hen the laundrym an has ex­ 
hau sted all his num bers he is forced to 
fall 
back on words. 
T herefore he 
w rites a w ord on the check tw ice, ju st 
the sam e as the num ber is w ritten 
tw ice. 
T he num ber is often w ritten in 
the cen ter also, and the check to rn in 
tw o pieces rig ht thro u g h these char­ 
acters, and thu s an additional safe­ 
g u ard is provided. 
T he w ord w ritten on the check is 
g en erally the nam e of some fam iliar 
o bject or a m otto. 
W ith each hundred 
checks this, of course,

P u ttin g my hand dow n to pick one of 
them up I found m y fingers cau g ht by 
suckers on the weed, the fronds of w hich 
had closed tig htly upon them . 
T he fish 
had been c au g ht in every conceivable 
w ay—by the head, the tail, sides, etc.— 
and som e of them bad been held u nti 
the skin w as com pletely m acerated. 
T hose of the fish tha t w ere still living 
had evidently been cau g ht a t different 
tim es, they appearin g in all stages o 
exhaustion. 
I re g re t being unable to 
nam e e ither the pla n t o r the fish, bui > 
tha t the botanic can n ibal really preyed 
upon the finny denizens of the deep 
the re isn’t the le a st d o u bt.”
